As Adopted by all the flofmal Schools of the State. 



The Normal School Law provides for two distinct courses of 
instruction: the Elementary Course, and the Scientific Course.

Junior Year. 



Pedagogics.— Elements of School Management, and Methods. 
Language.— Orthography and Reading; English Grammar, 
including Composition; Latin Grammar and Reader. 

Mathematics.— Arithmetic, except Mensuration; Elementary 

Algebra. 

Natural Science.— Physiology and Hygiene. 

Historical, Sciences.— Geography— Physical, Mathematical 
and Political; History of United States; Civil Government. 

The Arts.— Penmanship, sufficient to be able to explain some 
approved system — writing to be submitted to Board of Examiners; 
Drawing, a daily exercise for at least twenty-eight weeks— work 
to be submitted to Board of Examiners; Book-keeping, Single 
Entry, seven weeks; Vocal Music, elementary principles, and at- 
tendance upon daily exercises for at least one-third of a year. 

Senior Year. 

Pedagogics.— Psychology, embracing the Intellect, Sensibili- 
ties and Will; Methods; History of Education; Model School work 
—at least twenty-one weeks of actual teaching daily during one 
period of not less than forty-five minutes; a Thesis on a Profes- 
sional Subject. 
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Language. — The outlines of Rhetoric, together with at least 
a fourteen weeks course in English Literature, including the 
thorough study of one selection from each of four English classics ; 
Latin, Caesar, through the Helvetian war. 

Mathematics. — Arithmetic, Mensuration; Plane Geometry. 

Natural Sciences. — Elementary Natural Philosophy; Botany. 

Historical Sciences. — Reading of General History in con- 
nection with the History of Education. 

The Arts. — Elocutionary Exercises in connection with the 
study of English Literature. 



SCIENTIFIC COURSE. 

Pedagogics. — Moral Philosophy; Logic; Philosophy of Edu- 
cation; Course of Professional Reading, with abstracts, notes, 
criticisms, to be submitted to Board of Examiners. 

Language. — Latin, six books of Virgil, four orations of Cicero, 
the Germania of Tacitus, or a full equivalent; an equivalent of 
Greek, French or German will be accepted for Spherical Trigo- 
nometry, Analytical Geometry; Calculus, Mathematical Natural 
Philosophy and Mathematical Astronomy; Literature. 

Mathematics.— Higher Algebra; Solid Geometry; Plane and 
Spherical Trigonometry and Surveying, with use of instruments; 
Analytical Geometry; Differential and Integral Calculus. 

Natural Science.— Natural Philosophy, as much as in Snell's 
Olmsted; Astronomy, Descriptive and Mathematical; Chemistry; 
Geology or Mineralogy; Zoology. 

History. — General History. 



Regulations for Final Examinations. 

i. That admission to the Senior Class shall be determined by 
the State Board of Examiners at the annual examination by the 
Board 

2. That, in order to be admitted to the Senior Class, students 
must be qualified in the Junior studies, but the examinations in 
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Pedagogics shall be deferred to the Senior Year — the examina- 
tion for the remaining studies of the Junior Year to be final. 

3. That a certificate setting forth the fact of the passing of 
the Junior Course of Study shall be prepared by the Department, 
and signed by the Board, and shall entitle the holder thereof to 
admission into the Senior Class of any State Normal School of 
Pennsylvania at the beginning of any Senior Year.

Students who complete the above Course can pass the exani- 
inatians, and enter any of our American colleges without condi- 
tion. We have prepared students for Yale, Williams, Cornell, 
Michigan, Lafayette, Lewisburg, and West Point, and they have 
entered these institutions with credit. 

The College Preparatory has been instituted by this school 
chiefly for the benefit of our graduates who have the time, means 
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and ability to pursue a broader and more extended course of study 
at some of our colleges or universities. 

Examinations. 

Candidates for graduation are first examined by the Faculty, 
and if found qualified are recommended to the State Board of 
Examiners. 

The State Superintendent, who is President of the Board, two 
Principals of Normal Schools, and two County, City or Borough 
Superintendents, constitute the Board of Examiners. 

Diplomas. 

A student, graduating in the Elementary Course, receives a 
diploma, in which are named the branches studied, and by which 
he is constituted Bachelor of Elements; the diplomas of those 
graduating in the Scientific Course enumerate the distinctive 
branches of the course and constitute their holders Bachelors of 
Sciences. 

Regular graduates who have continued their studies for two 
years after graduating, and who have practiced their profession 
for two full annual terms* in the Common Schools of this State, 
on presenting to the Faculty and the Board of Examiners a cer- 
tificate of good moral character, and skill in the Art of Teaching 
from the Board or Boards of Directors in whose employ they have 
taught, countersigned by the County Superintendent, may receive 
second diplomas, constituting them Masters in the several studies 
embraced in the course in which they graduated, and conferring 
upon them the corresponding professional degrees: 
Teacher of Elementary Didactics. Teacher of Scientific Didactics. 

The Normal School Law makes it the duty of the State Board 
of Examiners to grant Diplomas or State Certificates to actual 
teachers of Common Schools, without their having attended the 
Normal Schools as Students, upon the following conditions: 

i. The applicant must be twenty-one years of age, of good 
*An annual term must be at least six months. 
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moral character, and must have taught successfully during three 
consecutive terms, in Common Schools of this State. The proof 
of good moral character and of satisfactory teaching for the requi- 
site term must be a certificate from the proper Board or Boards of 
Directors, signed by the President and Secretary, and counter- 
signed by the proper County Superintendent or Superintendents. 

2. The examination may be in either the Elementary or the 
Scientific Course as the applicant may elect, according to the 
list of studies as printed in the circulars of the State Normal 
Schools, and approved by the State Superintendent; or in such 
other studies, as may, by the Board of Examiners, be deemed 
equivalent. 

3. Each applicant is required to prepare and present to the 
State Board of Examiners an original thesis, of not less than six 
folio pages of manuscript, on some professional subject, which 
thesis is to be retained at the school where the examination takes 
place. 

4. The examination and certificate are without expense to 
the applicant, and the certificate is full evidence of qualification 
to teach the branches therein named, in any part of the State, 
without further examination. 

5. Practical teachers, attending examinations at State Nor- 
mal Schools for the purpose of securing State Certificates, are ex- 
amined separately from the regular students; and both the State 
Board of Examiners and the Faculty of the school at which the 
examination is held, take part in the examination all being re- 
quired to sign the certificate. 

Expenses. 

Tuition in all branches, including Book-keeping, Drawing, 
Penmanship, Vocal Music, and board, including fuel, oil, room- 
rent, and ordinary washing, $63.00 per term, or $189 per year. No 
extras. 

The first payment, $40.00, to be made on the first day of the 
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term ; the second payment, $23.00. to be made at the middle of 
the term. 

No deduction is made for absence for less than three weeks, 
and then only in case of sickness. 

The total expenses per year are $189. When students avail 
themselves of State Appropriations, the expenses are reduced for 
the Junior year to $168. 

For the Senior year the expenses are reduced to $118. 

Tuition, without board, including all branches above, $14.00 
per term, or $42 per year. The first payment, $8.00, to be made 
the first day of the term; the second payment, $6.00, to be made 
the middle of the term. No deduction for absence of less than 
half a term. 

Gentlemen's rooms are furnished with heat, chairs, tables, 
stands, pails, bedsteads, mattresses, pillows and one comfortable. 

Ladies' rooms are furnished with heat, carpet, couch, chairs, 
tables, and bedroom set complete, pillows and one comfortable. 
Mirror on dressing case. 

Students furnish lamps, mirrors, wash-bowls and pitchers, 
napkins, towels, pillow-slips, sheets and one comfortable. The 
last five articles enumerated, together with all clothing, should be 
distinctly marked with full name. 

For two days at the opening and two days at the close of 
each term students' baggage is carried to and from the railway 
station free of charge. 

All baggage should be distinctly marked with the name of 
the owner, and "State Normal School," to insure its being 
brought to the Normal buildings. Whenever baggage is to be 
taken to the station, it should be marked with the name and desti- 
nation of the owner. 

Produce, limited by the wants of the Institution, will be taken 
in payment for board, whenever patrons prefer to make payments 
in this way. 

All text books in the Elementary Course are rented to students. 
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All students, except those living with parents or guardians, 
are required to board in the Institution, unless specially excused 
by the Trustees. 

All bills must be settled with the Treasurer. 

State Appropriations. 

By an Act of the Legislature, the following appropriations 
are made by the State to Normal Students and Normal Graduates: 

i. Each student over 17 years of age, who shall sign a paper 
declaring his intention to teach in the Common Schools of the 
State, shall receive Fifty Cents per week. 

2. Each student who, upon graduating, shall sign an agree- 
ment to teach in the Common Schools of the State two full school 
years, shall receive the sum of Fifty Dollars. 

3. Any student to secure these benefits, must attend the 
school at least twelve consecutive weeks. The State appropria- 
tion is to be deducted from the regular expenses of students for 
board and tuition. 

JVIiseellaneous. 

Before students are graduated they are required to write a 
thesis upon some educational subject. 

No person can be graduated from a Pennsylvania Norma 1 
School who has not attended the school at least one-half a school 
year. 

Applications for second diplomas must be presented to the 
Board of Examiners at the regular annual examination of the 
school, 

Cabinet. 

There are now more than 6,000 specimens in the Cabinet.

Apparatus. 

The Philosophical and Chemical apparatus is sufficient to 
afford students the opportunity to perform most of the experi- 
ments necessary to develop the principles of sciences pursued. 

fJcrmal Liiterary and Athenaean Societies. 

These are literary societies composed of the students of the 
Normal School. They have small but select libraries. Literary 
exercises are held weekly. Both societies join in sustaining a 
popular lecture course each year. 

Both societies are in a flourishing condition, and have each 
beautiful and well-furnished rooms. 

Attractions of Our Tooun. 

It is conceded by all who are acquainted with Mansfield, that 
it is one of the most moral and cultured towns in Pennsylvania. 
The citizens are noted for their sobriety, intelligence and enter- 
prise. 

There is not a town in the State where the young are less ex- 
posed to the influences of vice and immorality than here. 

By special Act of the Legislature no intoxicating liquors can 
be sold, or billiard tables kept, within a radius of two miles of this 
Institution. 

The healthfulness of the place is excellent, and the scenery 
and beauty of surroundings unsurpassed. 
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These are desirable features and will be a great inducement 
for parents to send their children to the Mansfield State Normal 
School, where their moral and intellectual wants will be equally 
well cared for. 

Text Books. 

Lists of Text Books used during the course will be furnished 
on application to the Principal. 

Government. 

The Government of the School is based upon the principle : 
" Do right because it is wright. " The positive regulations adopted 
are based upon the following principles: 

First. — No student should be allowed to trespass upon the rights and 
privileges of another. 

Second. — Privileges that all cannot enjoy should be granted to none. 

Religious Privileges. 

The churches of Mansfield are Methodist, Baptist, Episcopal, 
Uuiversalist and Presbyterian. Sunday morning Bible Class, and 
Sunday and Wednesday evening prayer meetings are held in the 
Chapel of the Institution. 

Lioeation. 

Mansfield is a beautiful village of about 2,500 inhabitants; sit- 
uated on the Tioga division of the Erie Railroad; thirty-five miles 
from Elmira, N. Y., and ten miles from Blossburg, and on the 
Troy and Wellsboro stage line, sixteen miles from Troy and twelve 
from Wellsboro. Students coming via the Northern Central 
Railroad, take stage from either Roaring Branch or Troy, or 
railroad from Elmira, N. Y. Those coming by the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad change cars at Elmira. Those coming by the Erie Rail- 
road from the West, change cars at Corning or Elmira, N. Y., and 
from the East, at Elmira. 

Buildings and Fixtures. 

The south building is of brick, one hundred and fifty feet in 
length by fifty feet in width. The north building, also of brick, 
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is situated one hundred and fifty feet North, and the same distance 
East, of the South building. It is two hundred and seventy feet 
in length and five stories in height. The rooms, for students, are 
large, with extra height of ceiling. The buildings, grounds and 
furniture cost over two hundred and seventy-five thousand dollars. 
The boarding hall, which is in the North building, is so arranged 
that students are grouped in families of ten at the tables, pupils 
of both sexes being seated around each table. The grouping is made 
with distinct reference to the cultivation of social habits and rules 
of good society. 

fllumni flail- 
There is, midway between the two structures, a building fifty- 
four by one hundred and seventeen feet, three stories high, which 
contains Model School Rooms, Recitation Rooms and a capacious 
Chapel, one hundred and eight by fifty-four feet. This building 
was completed in the summer of 1886, at a cost of $25,000. It is 
well equipped with all modern improvements. 

Gymnasium. 
This building is a large and imposing structure. It contains 
the large drill hall fifty by one hundred feet, and four rooms ad- 
joining — one for Library and Reading Room, one for Military 
Company, one for the Cabinet Specimens and one for Ladies' 
Reading Room. Here our students receive physical training. 
The ladies are drilled in light gymnastics, during the winter 
months, when the inclemency of the weather will not permit them 
to take that daily recreation, out of doors, which they so much 
need. The gentlemen receive instruction in military discipline 
and tactics. Regular drills are held weekly. 

Applications for Teaehers. 

Principals of Academies, Seminaries, and Directors of Com- 
mon Schools will, whenever practicable, be furnished with good 
teachers, upon application at this Institution ; but officers must 
not suppose that all persons who attend a Normal School three to 
six months, are thereby made good teachers. 
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The Kind 0? Students We Want. 

It is the determination to make this Institution a place where 
students are taught correct moral principles, and where thorough- 
ness and steady progress are prominent features. Therefore we 
desire students only who come to us with the following definite 
purposes. 

First. — To make school studies their chief business. 

Second. — To give their whole time ami energy, during study hours, 
to school work. 

Third.— To cultivate a teachable spirit and cheerfully acquiesce in 
all the regulations and requirements of the school. 

The Kind of Students We do flot Want. 

First. Those who come here to spend their money and idle away 

their time. 

Second. — Those who have" fast" habits and who come here simply 
because they cannot bear the restraints of home. 

Third. — Those who are unwilling to practice the self-denial neces- 
sary for their own improvement, and for the general good of the school. 

General Remarks. 

If those desiring to enter the school are not prepared to make 
any sacrifices to make study the first and only aim while here, to 
work diligently and faithfully, to be honest in all things, they 
should go anywhere but to a Normal School. 

The Normal School is intended to be a self-governing insti- 
tution. The persons to whom it offers decided advantages, must 
of necessity be those who will understand what is requisite, in 
order that the largest return may be received by them for their 
outlay of time and money. If any, through inadvertency, give 
evidence that they have mistaken their calling in this respect 
there will be no hesitancy in granting them a perpetual furlough. 

Parents and guardians are earnestly reminded that under the 
most favorable circumstances students who board out of the 
building cannot make as satisfactory progress as those who are 
under the immediate supervision of the school authorities. 
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TRAILING SCHOOli. 



The Training School consists of pupils from six to sixteen 
years of age. The school is divided into eleven grades of from 
ten to twenty pupils in each grade. 

The design of the Training School is to give our students an 
opportunity to put into practice the theory and methods of in- 
struction received in the course of professional work. 

Students do their teaching under the constant direction of 
the principal of the Training Department, and a single term of 
such practice will do more for a student-teacher than years of 
school-room work without advise and criticism. 

The student-teacher is given a class, which he holds a period 
of a few weeks in one branch, and thus in the twenty-one weeks, 
by a change of programme, he is enabled to have advice in teach- 
ing in the different grades, all the common school studies. 

Once each week the class meet to hear criticisms on the 
work of the teachers, that all may profit thereby. 

Each student-teacher is also appointed critic for a period of 
at least two weeks. A written report of his observations is then 
handed to the Principal for inspection, and whatever is particu- 
larly worthy of note, or subject to criticism is afterward discussed 
before the class. 

The methods, the language, power of securing and holding 
attention, discipline, manner, teaching power, are noted and er- 
rors criticised. 

Earnest effort is made to impress the fact that a poor disci- 
plinarian cannot succeed in the school room, and every principle 
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relating to discipline is seriously and carefully discussed. During 
the year there are senior class exhibitions of teaching, after which 
each student has an opportunity to make criticisms or ask advice. 
Every student is required to make a careful preparation for 
each recitation including both matter and method, and at regular 
intervals a plan of the week's work is handed to the Principal for 
examination and correction.

fJorrnal Art Course. 

Elementary drawing will be taught to all members of the 
school. The course includes simple original groupings of ob- 
jects as exercises in compositions ; comparative ineasuremeut ; 
kindergarten work, including paper-folding, clay modeling, har- 
mony of color, etc. ; geometry, preparatory to study of perspec- 
tiye ; perspective — its principles, ruies, and practical application ; 
groups of geometrical solids and vases in light and shade with 
applied perspective, freehand ; foliage from nature ; original de- 
signs to fill geometric forms, illustrating plant analysis ; use of 
the simpler mathematical instruments; and many principles of 
light and shade. During the entire course students are required 
to draw on the blackboard as well as on paper. 

Special flrt Classes. 

To those desiring instruction in painting, crayoning, and ad- 
vanced drawing, opportunity will be given to secure lessons of 
practical value. 

Freehand Drauiing. 

As freehand drawing is the only basis for securing accuracy 
and freedom in executing designs, it is continued as a required 
exercise during the entire course in' painting. Instruction will 
be given to all in the use of the lead pencil, the pen, India ink and 
sepia, charcoal, and crayon. 
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Oil Painting. 

Instruction will be given in the laws of composition, the use 
and qualities of colors, definitions, technical terms, and theory of 
color. 

Figure painting, landscape, animals, marine, fruit, flowers, 
still-life and birds, will be taught from nature when possible, 
otherwise from studies, of which a large and varied assortment is 
provided for the use of the students free. 

Time sketches will be required. 

A class in out door sketching will be formed at as early a 
date as practicable. 

Pastel and Watereolor Painting. 

The subjects and principles taught in these branches will be 
similar to those of oil painting, the chief difference being the 
principles of technical execution. 

Crayon. 

The Fowler method will be taught, which combines rapid 
work with fine effects. Portraits, figures and animals are best 
suited to this work, and the more advanced students will use 
crayons in drawing. 

China Painting. 

Students will be taught how to apply gold, Royal Worcester 
and La Croix colors, etc., and will be supplied with original de- 
signs to copy from, without extra charge. A kiln will be on the 
premises, and china will be fired promptly. 

Weekly time drawings will be required, together with group- 
ings of objects as exercises in composition, and thorough drill in 
cast and model drawing — freehand, and perspective. Outline as 
applied to various subjects will be explained, and many hints for 
practical designing given. 

Decorative painting of various styles will be taught if desired.
